Moore, the latter representing a syn 
dicate formed at Dayton for the pur- 
pose of developing this coal tield. 
-At that time the options on about 
10.000 acres of coal land bad been tak- 
en and i he corps of engineers under 
the personal direction of Mr. Moore 
commenced tbe work of surveying the 
coal lands and a projected line of rail- 
way from tbe Pan Handle acd tbe 
Wheeling & Lake Erie railwav near 
West Lafayette to the B. & 6. rail- 
road on the south, connecting with 
the same at New Concord. This work 
progressed as rapidly as possible and 
the survey of both the coal lands at.d 
{tne railway was completed last Fri- 
day.
